WAC 24-12-010 Amount of assessments. There is 
hereby levied upon all fresh apples grown annually in 
this state, and all apples packed as Washington apples, 
an assessment of 14 cents of each one hundred pounds 
(100 Ibs.) gross billing weight applicable to the 1978 and 
prior crops of apples, and an assessment of 16 cents on 
each one hundred pounds (100 Ibs.) gross billing weight 
applicable to the 1979 and subsequent crops of apples. 
Assessments shall be payable when shipped, whether in 
bulk or loose in boxes or any other container, or packed 
in any style package. The gross billing weights for the 
following containers shall apply for the purpose of com- 
puting said assessment:
